Rauticns necessary jin use of tabulated data.-Perhaps the first pracaution 
a in the use of the information from this study is to recognize that 
the data are not comparable with the FSA annual progress reports because the 
Bate croup of FSA standard loan IR borrowers has not been sampled. ‘The 
sample differs in these ways: 


(2) The progress reports include borrowers regardless of when the 
first standard ican bie received, but this study included only 
those whose first standard lcan was authorized between March 1, 
1936 and February 28, 1929. 


The progress reports include standard loan borrowers withou® 
regard to whether they xeceived emergency loans at any time, 
but thisstudy excluded any borrower who received an emergency 
Loan before March 1, 1936. 


(3) The progress reporte inolude only borrowers in active status at 
the time of the report, but 20.8 percent of the borrowers in- 
cluded in this study for Region VIII were no longer active by 
February 28, 1939. 


‘A second precaution is to recognize that information about change in 
economic and social status, progress and failure since entry on the program, 
is available for only 49 percent of the borrowers in the Region VIII sample 
the study and fox only 60 percent of the borrowers for whom a record of 
pe was expected. It is not mom, therefore, whether the borrowers for 
Whom no record of change wag available, although expacted, had more progress, 
more failure, or about the same change 8s those for whom records of change 
Were available for this study. in contrast. the progress reports secure a 
ord of performance after entry on the program for all borrowers sampled 
ecause the data are obtained by the county offices.

Some major fan source or combination of farm sources supplied 
more than half of the cash receipts for 70 nercent of all borrowers 
during the year before the first loan. Farm sources were most in- 
portant for third veriod borrowers, the percentages for first, second, 
and third period borrowers being 66, 66, and 79, respectively. Off- 
farm work, the second most important major source, was of varying 
importance from period to period, being the major scurce for 19, 
24, and 18 percent of the borrovers in the 3 respective periods. 
Crop sales was the most important single source for the total, 49 
percent, and in ali of the periods, Ghouch of decreasing importance 


_from period to period. The increasing importance of livegtock and 


produce is shown by the inerease from 6 percent for first period

During the year before the first loan, some farm source was the 
major source for 73 vercent of toe borrowers in Eest Texas and 75 
percent in the Texas Blackland; at the other extreme, 58 percent of 
the borrowers in [astern Oklahera derived more then helf of their 
income from some farm source. Crop Syjles ware much more and live~ 
stock sales much less important for Tast Texas and Texas Blackland 
borrowers than for the others. Off-farm work was almost teice as 
important for Sastern Oklahoma as it was for any other Ares; in fact, 
in Mastern Oklshoma this source exceeded crop sales in importance 
as the sajor source of receipts. “estern Oklahoma had the largest 
proportion of borrowers who depended primariiy upon livesteck, 21 
percent, : 


Afser entry on RR, 2 farm source wes most important for 89 per- 
cent of the borrovers; a farm source predominated for 87, 92, and 92
